Capital for schools and homes is of 


particular interest. In questions of this 
sort officials have to show their colours,

Legislators have tO 
decide if it would be a good idea to have a 
central school for the children of foreign 
workers or if it would not be better for 
them to be taught alongside German 
children. 

Forcign workers who have been ques- 
tioned on this point are themselves not 
sure what should be done for the best, 
For it is true to say that the integration 
of their children into West -Oerman 
society would go a long way towards 
helping the children's parents to be
